LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 28.—J. C. Al- 
len, alias Caldwell, the convict serving a 
ten years’ sentence here for horse stealing, 
has made a statement to Warden Moore 
of H. H. Holmes and his operations. The 
Wurden believes the man knows à great 
deal more than he has told, but he had the 
statement put in writing, read to Allen, and 
verified in every particular. Following is 
his story: 

“I first met Holmes, alias Pratt, alias 
Howard, in Tennessee ip the fall of 1892.

HOWARD PITEZEL’S BODY. 


The Boy Was Murdered and Cremated 
at Indianapolis. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 28.—Howard 
Pitezel was Killed and his body cremated 
in this city. Yesterday Detectives Geyer of 
Philadelphia, Richards of this city and 
Inspector Gany went to a cottage in the 
suburbs to which their attention had been 
directed and began search for the body of 
the boy, and a few minutes later the officers 
found beheath the side porch the missing 
trunk, which was taken from the side door 
of the Circle House in this city Oct. 10 by 
H. H. Holmes, and which was thought to 

contain the body of the boy. 

Great excitement followed and hundreds 
flocked to the scene as soon as the discovery 
leaked out, although the officers endeavored 
to keep the matter a secret. The house was 

arded and work began, searching for ad- 
itional evidence. Developments followed 
thick and fast and the chain of evidence is

damning. In a barn connected with the 
house was a large stove of cylindrical shape, 
of the same pattern as Holmes bought in 
Cincinnati: he stove had been moved from 
the house to the stable by the owner of the 
house after Holmes left. It was at once 
concluded that the body had been burned 
in the stove and search began for the re- 
mains. 

Late this evening Dr. Barnhill’s atten- 
tion was called by a small boy to the stove 
hole where the stove had stood. It was 
filled with refuse. This was pulled out and 
the remains of the boy were found. In this 
ile of refuse hundreds of pieces of charred 

nes were found, The teeth showed that 
the body was that of a boy between 8 and 
10 years of age, and all the other bones con- 
firmed this theory. All were charred and 
pieces of flesh clung to some of them. The 
skull bones and pelvis added to the same 
convincing truth. he body had evidently 
been burned in a cob fire in the huge stove 
souné in the barn. 

Oward’s overcoat was found at a grocery 
store near by, where Holmes had left it, 
saying the boy would call for it. He never 
came. Owners of the house recognize Holmes 
from pictures, and several neighbors say 
they remember his face. All identify him 
as the man who last October rented the 
house, with the same story be told in To- 
ronto and other places. He came with the 
boy and the big stove, washstand ard bed, 
stayed two days and then disappeared. 
Seven people have identified him, and all 
doubt is removed. Other developments are 
ex ted to-morrow, and with this evidence 
Indianapolis will demand Holmes for trial. 
To make sure that the trunk belonged to 
the Pitezel family, Detective Geyer last 
night telegraphed to Mrs. Pitezel at Galva, 
III., inquiring if the children's trunk had a 
strip of calico pasted over a crack on the 
bottom. .

the duty of the Government to equalize the 
inequalities which the rights of free con- 
tract and private property have brought 
about and to afford occupation and sus- 
tenance to the poor by an outlay derived as 
far as possible from the rich. 

“Under the fourteenth amendment the 
question whether legislation and State 
action can depritve any one of his property 
without due process of law has become a 
Federal one. Prejudice against corpora- 
tions has led. to much legislation hostile to 
corporations. It takes the form of discrim- 
inating taxation, of regulation of rates to be 
charged by those companies in quasi-public 
business, and sometimes of the direct de- 
privation of vested rights.“ 

In speaking of the weight of evidence he 
referred to the Judge as a mere moderator, 
the slightest scintilla of evidence requiring 
a submission of the case to a jury. The 
Judge referred to the local prejudices which 
make it necessary, at times, for the just 
interests of corpegations of other States to 
take such cases into other courts where 
juries are not friends of either of the con- 
tending parties and where power is given to 
the Judge to e a case from a jury and 
direct a verdict where evidence for either 
— is so slight that a contrary verdict 
would be against the weight of evidence. 

“The real abuses, however, find their chief 
cauge in political corruption,which is wholly 
beyond the Federal Courts to prevent or 
eradicate. Too frequently the popular im- 
pulse is to remedy or permit the evil by 
giving judgment against the corporation in 
every case no matter what the particular 
facts are, on the ground that the corpora- 
tion has —— | increased its capital or 
attained success by corrupt methods.

His chil- 
dren remain in ignorance of their father's 
where abouts during the long period he 
was missing from his fireside. .It seems to 
be Lauten’s intention to let them remain so. 
Since his return Lauten has sta close 
in the house and now .denies mself to 
callers. His wife receives visitors and 
developes decided asperity when the matter 
of her husband’s disappearance is broached. 
She says it concerns only herself and her 
husband. The public, she argues, ig not 
interested. . 
There is some déep mystery about Lau- 
ten's absence. He avoids his most intimate 
friends, presumably to evade their ques- 


tions. Charles Thoman; 6 South Broadway, 
has for years been Lauten’s bosom friend. 
At the time of his disappearance Thoman 
went to Milwaukee and made every effort 
to find him. He could obtain no clew, how- 
ever, and was compelled to return and re- 
port his lack of success to the stricken 
family. Thoman has heard of his friend’s 
return and thinks it strange that Lauten 
has not been around to see him. A feeling 
of delicacy has prevented htm from calling 
at the house. 

“He must have done something he is 
ashamed of.“ said Thoman, Wednesday 
morning, or he would have come to see 
me. I saw his daughter Freda yesterday

Lauten disappeared in Milwaukee on 
March 19 last. He was a traveling man 
and was on an extended business trip to 
that city. One day he went away from 
the place where he was staying, leaving 
everything as if he expected t 4 gone a 
few hours. From that day until last Wed- 
nesday none of his friends or his family 
had a single clew as to his whereabouts. 
His return was as sudden and unexpected 
as his disappearance. 

Circumstances, his past life and present 
condition, afford no evident reason for 
Lauten’s action. He had a happy home 
and was well fixed financially. He was 
never suspected of mental unsoundness.

Dr. Kimbrough: “I don’t think bicycle 
riding in itself is essentially harmful, but 
nine riders out of ten carry it to excess, and 
then the results are often harmful. Espe- 
cially in fast riding the effect on the heart's 
actiop is bad.“ 

Dr. Mary Dodds, whose emancipated wom- 
an’s costume has been an object of derision 
to the small boys about town for years, was 
not in the city, but her assistant, Dr. Mary 
A. Mathews, said: From the standpoint 
of hygiene, I believe bicycle riding excellent, 
and am dying to get a wheel myself. It is 
most excellent for the appetite and diges- 
tion, as it brin every muscle of the body 
into active service.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—The Depart- 
ment has received cable advices from Min- 
ister Denby, dated Aug. 27, in which he

EDUCATING THE ADMINISTRATION, 


When President Cleveland started out 
upon his campaign of education for 
Democrats on the money question it was 
announced to be his intention to convert 
the Democratic party to the gold stan- 
dard. His official mouthpiece, Secretary 
Carlisle, proclaimed that this was the 
great issue and that the friends of the 
Administration would not be satisfied 
with anything less than a platform de- 
claring unequivocally for sound money,” 
meaning gold monometallism. 

But it appears that instead of the 
Administration’s educating the party the 
party is educating the Administration. 
Mr. Cleveland has suddenly discovered 
that the tariff and not the money ques- 
tion is the predominant issue, that the 
money question is not an issue and ought 
not to be made prominent. He wants 
the question to stay where it is and is 
willing to accept in 1896 the straddle 
plank, of 1892. All the efforts of his ad- 
herents will be directed to boosting the 
tariff issue and avoiding the money issue. 

But unfortunately for Mr. Cleveland, 
he has discovered his mistake too late. 
He has taken the wolf by the tail and 
must suffer the consequences. Issues 
cannot be set up and pulled down at the 
will or whim of leaders. The people make 
them and the people have determined 
that the money question is an issue that’ 
must be settled and settled right. 

The Democratic party will not permit 
the money question to be laid aside. It 
will not permit the issue to be avoided. 
It will not permit the tariff issue to be 
substituted for it. It will not accept 
a straddle. It will be satisfied with 
nothing less than a platform declaring 
for bimetallism, the free coinage of both 
gold and silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 

The party and not the President will 
decide what are the party's principles 
apd what the party’s platform shall be. 


SUMPTUARY ABSURDITIES. 


In his annual address President Carter 
of the American Bar Association re- 
marked; “The condition of what are 
called sumptuary laws is equally discred- 
itable to our knowledge both of the sci- 
ence of legislation and the teachings of 
experience. The task of enforcing them 

„against the passions, the beliefs and the 
interests of the multitudes, can be ac- 
complished only by a despot armed with 
unlimited power.“ 5 

Ample demonstration of the truth of 
this remark can be found in this country. 
Not only do our statute books contain a 
most varied and ridiculous collection of 
sumptuary laws, but there are absurd 
eontrasts in the enforcement of them. 

New York has presented the spectacle 
of an entire police force subject to the 
arbitrary instructions of a Board em- 
ployed in enforcing the Sunday saloon- 
closing law while many others were 
wholly neglected, Although on Sunday 
no drinks can be obtained in saloons, 
drinks are freely sold in hotels and clubs. 
In New York one can get a shave, but 
not ea drink, while in Brooklyn under the 
same law one can get all the drinks he 
wants, but not a shave. In St. Louis the 
barber shops are closed and the saloons 
are on Sunday. The laws are en- 
fo or not enforced at the will of the 
authorities. 

It u useless to multiply instances of 
absurdities in sumptuary laws and their 
enforcement. They are relics of puritan- 
jem, unfit for the age in which we live. 
They can only be enforced spasmodically 
at tremendous expense, They are costly 
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which are 3 discredit, to our 
* tend to bring 
into contempt.

THE S0HOOL ELECTION. 


Ex-Recorder Higgins, chairman of the 
new Board of Election Commissioners, 
is clear in the opinion that there is no 
obstacle in the way of holding the school 
elections this fill. 

Mr. Higgins says that his clerks have 
prepared the poll books as usual for the 
use of the School Board, and the change 
of laws does not affect the schoo! elec- 
tions. The School Board is not subject 
to the general election law, but controls 
its own elections, appoints judges and 
clerks and designates polling places. It 
is independent of State election officers. 
The only argument against the Holding 
of the school elections was the apparent 
impossibility of securing registration 
books, and this has been met by the offer 
of the books which the Board has been 
accustomed to use. 

The election should be held if it is 
possible to hold it. Nothing but an in- 
superable obstacle would justify the hold- 
ing over of directors whose terms expire 
this year. Without such an obstacle— 
and on the excellent authority of Mr. Hig- 
gins none exists—the only reason for 
holding over would be the desire of a 
majority combine to retain its power. 

This would be an unwarrantable exer- 
cise of power, amounting to practical 
usurpation for a disgraceful purpose.

A CINCH ON THE PRIZE-FIGHTERS. 


The instructions of Atty.-Gen. Crane of 
Texas in answer to the question of the 
Sheriff of Dallas County as to how far 
he can go in preventing the Corbett- 
Fitzsimmons fight at Dallas may be 
summed up in the words “no limit.” 

The Attorney-General instructs the 
Sheriff that he may proceed to any length 
necessary to prevent the violation of law. 
He can go on the ground with any force 
he thinks needed and if the participants 
in the fight refuse to heed his prohibition 
of the fight he can arrest all persons en- 
gaged therein with or without warrants. 
If resisted he can use force of arms and 
if netessary kill those who refuse to sub- 
mit. He can call to his aid the power of 
the county as in serving a process, and 
if that is insufficient he can call in the 
militia of the State. To suppress the 
fight he can proceed as in case of riot. 
Atty.-Gen. Crane is probably right in 
the opinion that there will be no neces- 
sity to kill anybody in enforcing the law 
in Dallas County. The people will un- 
doubtedly support the Sheriff against the 
thugs. But the point to be heeded by the 
thugs and their managers is that the law 
warrants extreme measures and some- 
body may be killed if an attempt is made.

On page 4 of Mr. Carlisle's Memphis 
speech he makes this statement: “We have 
about $625,000,000 in gold, $897,652,873 in full 
legal tender silver, $346,681,000 in old United 
States notes, $149,584,471 in Treasury notes, 
issued in purchase of silver bullion, $209,719,- 
80 in National Bank notes, and $76,169,569 
in subsidiary silver coin, making in all 
$1,804,707,768, exclusive of the minor coins, 
and every dollar of this vast volume of 
currency is kept equal in value to the 
standard established by law, so that every 
man who receives a silver dollar or paper 
dollar in exchange for his products, or in 
satisfaction of a debt, gets just as good 
a dollar as the man who receives gold. 
This is the monetary system and this is the 
financial condition which the advocates of 
free coinage, at the ratio of 16 to 1, now 
propose to revolutionise at once by a change 
in the standard of value, so that the whole 
mass of circulation left for the use of the 
people will be reduced to about half the 
purchasing power it has now.” 

In the Above quoted extract Mr. Carlisle 
makes a statement that all these different 
kinds of money are “kept equal in value 
to the standard established by law.“ One 
sentence back from the one quoted he states 
what “the standard established by law“ 
consists of. He says: We have the gold | 
standard, or measure of value, in this 
country.“ Now the clear idea sought to be 
inculcated (for Mr. Carlisle does not dare 
to state it in words) is that by the finan- 
cial policy of the Government what the 
Government does or omits to do keeps an 
these different kinds of money “equal in 
value to the standard established by law.“ 

Now, I make two statements, and I ask 
every Democrat in the State who has not 
received a copy of Mr. Carlisle's speech to 
send for it to the “St. Louis Sound Mgney 
Club” and see if the statement that I now 
make is not borne out by the entire speech. 
I affirm that the above quoted sentence 
is the basis and keynote upon which his 
entire speech is made to depend; and that, 
secondly, throughout his entire speech the 
idea ts sought to be conveyed that not 
only is all of our money equal to gold, but 
that it is so kept equal to gold by the 
financial policy that the Administration is 
pursuing and has pursued, 


I now point out the very small trick per- 
formed by Mr. Carlisle. In the above quo- 
tation he says ‘$397,652,878 in full legal ten- 
der silver.“ This is the silver coined under 
the act of February, 1878 (Bland-Allison Act) 
and is represented by either the silver or sil- 
ver certificates, which is the same. This 
act authorised the purchase by the Gov- 
ernment of silver bullion not less than 
$2,000,000 worth nor more than $4,000,000 
worth per month, and its colnage as fast 
as purchased into silver dollars. The third 
section authorizes the holder of any such 
coin to take the same the Treasury and 
exchange it for silver certificates. I quote 
now the language upon the face of one of 
these certificates: 

This certifies that there have been depos- 
ited with the Treasurer of the Untted States 
at Washington, D. C., payable at his office 
to the bearer on demand, ten silver dollars.“ 

This silver certificate by the law and by 
the express agreement on the face of the 
bill is redeemable in silver dollars and noth- 
ing else. The silver dollars are unredeem- 
able; that is they are not redeemed by the 
Government in gold. Mr. Carlisle, and no 
other Secretary of the Treasury, has ever 
redeemed one of these certificates in any- 
thing but sfiver, nor has a single dollar 
in silver under any law been redeemed in 
gold. I challenge the Sound Money Club of 
St. Louls to procure from Mr. Carlisle a 
statement that there is any law that author- 
izes the redemption of a silver certificate 
issued under the Bland act in gold or a sil- 
ver dollar in gold. It numbers among its 
members some good lawyers—Thomas K. 
Skinker, E. C. Kehr, Leverett Bell and 
others—and if they will cite me to the stat- 
ute authorizing this to be done, I will 
promptly forward them a contribution of 
$10 to their club.. 

In a recent speech I explained this matter. 
A gentleman who is President of a large 
bank, of far more than ordinary intelli- 
gence, challenged the statement. Though 
a bahker, he knew nothing about it him- 
self. And I then authorized him to pay $10 
(and as 1 am a depositor in his bank he 
said the authority was sufficient) to any Her- 
son who would cite me to any such law au- 
thortaing such redemption in gold. It has 
not been done as yet. 

Mr. Carlisle’s statement is « deception, 
and, of course, he knew it. And when this

lars alone, and that silver is itself redeem- 
able by nothing, and it is necessary to re- 
deem the treasury notes issued under the 
Sherman act in something else in order 
to maintain their parity? If one steam en- 
gine will run from St. Louis to Kansas 
City in a certain time, why will not another, 
its exgct duplicate, perform the same feat 
on the same track? 

If some one comes back with the mere 
catch suggestion that the redemption of the 
Treasury notes issued under the Sherman 
act, in gold, keeps up the purchasing power 


then what kept up the parity with gold of 
the silver certificates issued under the 
Bland act, for twelve years before the 
Sherman act was passed? and, secondly, 
what keeps up the parity of the silver dol- 
lar, worth only 50 cents as bullion, and 
Which is not redeemable in gold, save and 
except the stamp of the Government that 
it ig a dollar, and is a legal tender? 

Let the people but understand this fact, 
and though they may be unable to follow and 
unravel the demagogues and political trait-
